DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's response filed on 02/04/201 1 . 

2. Claims 1,2,4, 6, 7,10,12,13,1 5-1 8, 20, 21 and 32-34 have been considered. 

3. Claims 1,2,4, 6, 7,12,13,15,17,1 8, 32 and 34 are amended by the applicant. 

4. Claims 3,5,8,9,11,14,19 and 22-31 are cancelled by the applicant. 

5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and they are persuasive. 
Therefore the rejections of claims have been withdrawn. The Examiner believes that the 
record of the prosecution is clear and no reason for allowance needed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 7, 1 0, 1 2, 1 3, 1 5-18, 20, 21 and 32-34 are allowed.
